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Chairman,  Host  bury  Urban  District  Council, 

Sir, 

I  bey  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964  relating  to  the  state  of 
the  Public  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  West  bury  Urban  District.  The  Vital 
Statistics  shew  the  health  of  the  corn' unity  to  compare  favourably  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales.  It  will  bo  noted  that  65/°  of  the  persons  dying  have  obtained  the  age 
of  65  years.  The  table  covering  the  past  five  years  shows  that  there  were  952  births 
and  only  612  deaths.  This  should  have  led  to  a  population  numbering  5,760  but  the 
Registrar  General  gives  the  present  population  as  5»510  which  would  appear  that  250 
persons  left  the  Urban  District  during  the  10  years  in  question.  The  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  was  exaggerated  by  an  epidemic  of  Measles.  In  West bury  such  epidemics 
do  not  appear  tcfcllow  the  national  biennial  pattern  but  take  place  at  three  to  four 
year  intervals.  The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  community  continue  to 
gradually  decline. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  my  colleagues,  the  Westbury  family  doctors 
and  the  staff  of  the  Urban  District  Council  for  their  co-cperaticn  in  the  work  of  the 
public  health  department.  In  Council  and  Committee  I  have  boon  shown  groat  consideration 
and  always  given  a  sympathetic  hearing.

Ine  provision  of  a  new  snopping  centre/  adjacent  and  adequate/ parking  facilities  is 
drawing  visitors  from  a  much  wider  area.  The  provision  of  modern  public  lavatories,  for 
the  use  of  which  no  charge  will  be  made  is  also  an  incentive  for  motorists  to  visit  the 
town  and  at  the  same  time  this  preserves  the  amenities  of  the  surrounding  rural  district, 
/Tno--tJ-e  is  healthy  since  the  escarpment  at  this  position  changes  direction  from  north  to 
/east,  and  'die  prevailing  wind  from  the  south-west  removes  any  suggestion  of  atmospheric 
pollution. .  The  chief  landmark,  the  Hhite  Horse,  commemorating  the  Battle  of  Ethandune 
is  a  familiar  site  to  railway  travellers  passing  through  the  important  junction  where 
the  main  lines  from  Paddington  to  the- West  Country  and  Southampton  to  Bristol  intersect.

GEIIFlRj.iL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA.

Not  only  are  reports  on  these  samples  available  fron  the  Medical 
Director  but  he  is  always  willing  to  visit  the  District,  and  the  Medical  Practitioners 
and  myself  find  this  personal  contact  most  satisfactory. 

b)  Ambulance  Service.

PREVENTION  AMD  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


The  nearest  centre  which  keeps  emergency  supplies  of  sera  for  the  treatment 
of  anthrax.  Qrlbotulism'is:-

Special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by  the 
South  T  estern  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Claverton  Down  Hospital,  Bath.  This  hospital 
also  holds  anti-anthrax  serum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
sensitive  to  pencillin. 

Poisons  Information  Service. 

A  National  Poisons  Information  Service  has  been  established  at  Guy's  Hospital, 
London,  S.E.1.  (HOP  7600)  to  provide  information  to  medical  practitioners  so  as  to 
facilitate  treatment  in  cases  of  acute  poisoning.  This  24  hour  service  is  not  available 
to  members  of  the  public. 

Ornanonliosnhorus  Poisoning. 

Certain  insecticides  contain  organophosphorus  poisons,  e.g.  parathion.  Treatmeni 
by  pyridino~2~*aldoxine  methiodide  (PAl).  A  small  supply  of  PAM  is  available  in  the 
Royal  dnftemry  Pharmacy  (Telephone  No.  Bristol  22041 ). 

An  emergency  service  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  organophosphorus  insecticide 
poisoning  is  also  provided  by  the  Medical  Division,  C.D.E.E,  (Ministry  of  Supply),

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SECTION  D 


Inspection  .and  Supervision  of  Food, 


Food  Hygiene. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  pay  regular  visits  to  the  Butchers'  Shops, 
Grocers’  Shops,  Bakers ,  Licensed  Houses,  C-  tering  Prenises  and  Dairies  in  the  Town. 

A  high  standard  of  hygic-ne  is  demanded  and  this  standard  has  been  maintained  in  the 
Urban  District  except  in  the  case  of  one  cafe.  Eventually  the  cafe  was  re-decorated 
and  compliance  with  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  has  been  obtained.  There  are  no 
slaughterhouses  within  the  Urban  District  but  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  Rural  District 
which  supplies  neat  to  the  Town  is  controlled  by  the  Rural  District  Council  and  all 
beasts  slaughtered  there  are  inspected  both  ante-mortem  and  post-mortem. 


As  already  announced  the  designation  ’'Untreated"  replaced  "Tuberculin  Tested" 
as  the  designation  for  raw  milk  because  "Tuberculin  Tested"  was  considered  to  be  no 
longer  suitable  as  a  description  for  some  milk  only;  all  mill:  produced  in  England  and 
Hales  now  comes,  and  will  continue  to  come  from  attested  herds  (that  is,  from  cows 
which  are  subject  to  tuberculin  testing  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food).  Existing  "Tuberculin  Tested"  licences  lapsed  on  the  30th  September,  1964.  From 
1st  October,  1964,  therefore,  producers  end  dealers  selling  raw  milk  by  retail  needed  an 
■’Untreated"  licence  although  to  allow  a  reasonable  period  for  the  change  to  be  made,  the 
words  "Tuberculin  Tested"  were  used  instead  of  "Untreated"  until  the  end  of  1964. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  in  the  Urban  District  is  small  since  there  is  only 
one  Producer/Retailor  licensed  to  sell  raw  milk.  All  other  milks  are  sampledregularly  in 
the  Rural  District.  However,  the  following  table  will  show  that  32  inspections  were  made 
of  dairy  premises  and  25  tests  on  the  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  for 
examination.  All  samples  were  satisfactory  save  one  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  which 
gave  a  positive  culture  to  Brucella  Abortus.  A  Notice  was  served  on  this  producer 
requiring  all  milk  from  his  farm  to  be  sent  for  Heat  Treatment  before  being  sold  for 
human  consumption.  No  cases  of  Undulant  Fever  have  been  discovered  within  the  community 
as  a  result  of  this  infection.  Once  again  I  reiterate  the  advice  I  given  annually.  The 
only  safe  milk  to  drink in  Lest bury  is  Pasteurised  milk* 
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SECTION  E. 


Hater  Supplies  and  Sewage  Disposal, 


HATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  water  supply  to  He st bury  was  in  the  past  mainly  derived  from  the  supply 
in  Wellhead.  In  September,  1962  a  booster  pump  was  installed  at  Westbury  Hill  and 
this  pumps  water  from  the  Trowbridge  Trunk  mains  into  the  Westbury  system.  This  water 
comes  from  a  supply  at  Biss  Bottom  and  as  these  supplies  are  connected  with  Here,  water 
from  this  source  may  be  found  in  the  Westbury  supplies.  I  am  indebted  to  the  report  of 
the  Engineer  and  Kanager  of  the  West  Wiltshire  Water  Board  for  the  figures  which  follow. 
The  metered  consumption  for  the  Westbury  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  March, 

1965  amounted  to  23  million  gallons,  a  daily  equivalent  of  63  thousand  gallons.  Reduction 
from  the  consumption  in  the  previous  year  of  43  million  gallons  is  due  to  considerably 
less  water  being  taken  by  British  Railways,  following  the  change-over  of  railway  engines 
from  steam  to  diesel.

I  know  of  no  basis  for  the  classification  given  for  chlorinated  water  in  the 
second  table.  The  Ministry  of  Health  Report  No.  71  states 

nIdoallv.  all  waters  intended  for  drinking  should  show  no  coliform  bacteria 

in  100  ml. .  and  it  should  be  the  ain  of  every  water  undertaking  to  provide 
water  of  this  quality.  Many  natural  waters  reach  this  standard  and,  since 
it  is  readily  attainable  by  effective  treatment,  no  chlorinated  sironlv  should 
fail  to  alvo  this  result. 

"If  a  chlorinated  water,  loiown  to  have  been  originally  polluted,  shows  the 
presence  of  coliform  organisms,  an  investigation  into  the  efficacy  and 
working  of  the  treatment  plant  should  be  undertaken.  Proper  chlorination 
should  yeild  a  water  free  from  any  coliform  organisms  in  100  ml.  Even  making 
allowance  for  sampling  and  other  errors,  the  appearance  of  these  organisms  in 
quantities  of  100  ml.  should  at  once  occasion  misgivings  as  to  the  adequacy  of 
the  chlorination  process."

The  Sewage  Disposal  Yorks  are  very  much  overloaded,  but  fortunately  the 
effluent  does  not  cause  great  concern  since  it  is  not  discharged  in  to  the  River  Biss, 
but  is  'jumped  to  the  Cement  Yorks.  Despite  this  the  Urban  Council  have  instructed 
Consulting  Engineers  to  provide  a  Scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Yorks  and  this 
Scheme  lias  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  total 
cost  will  be  around  £100,000.  These  new  Yorks  have  also  made  provision  for  the  treatncnl 
of  all  trade  effluents  within  the  Urban  District.
